Oblivion. The remote Proſpect of it frights us, and it's nearer 
Approaches ſtrike us with Horrour and Amazement ; Eſpecially 
O Death! how bitter is the Remembrance of thee to a Man that 
lives peaceably in the Enjonment of his Friends, to him that is quiet 
and proſperous in bis Buſineſs, and to him that hath an Appetit
